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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Newly submitted claims 14-28 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: previously submitted claims 1- 
13 are directed towards an internal antenna system, and external antenna system, an audiovisual 
outputting system and a computing system wherein TV data is received under the control of the 
computing system. However, the newly added claims are directed towards an internal wireless 
communicating system, an external entertainment and security wireless signal communicating 
system and an entertainment and security mode implementing system wherein an onboard 
control command nullifying mode and an off-board wireless security controlling mode are 
implemented. 

2. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 14-28 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention.
